RAINBOW TROUT ARE 
KILLED BY HUNDREDS 
IN SANTA ANITA DAM 

I ignting ra.nbow trout, ranging 
in size from 9 to 14 inches are 
being kilied by the hundreds in 
the check valves of Santa Anita 
dam because of low water behind 
the dam, according to local 
sportsmen, who protested to the 
County Flood Conrol and State 
Game and Fish commission early 
this week. 

Two enthusiastic anglers here, 
Thomas W. Neale and Chief of 
Police Gordon McMillen, were in- 
sirumental in bringing the matter 
to the attention of the two depart¬ 
ments. They were informed by the 
County Flood Control body that 
mechanical construction of the 
valves drew the fish in by suc¬ 
tion and could not be safe¬ 
guarded against at present. If 
any preventative measures are 
found possible in the future, ac¬ 
tion will be taken to save the 
game fish, the sportsmen were in¬ 
formed. 

Through a recent communica¬ 
tion, the State Game and Fish 
Commission has expressed inten¬ 
tion to send an investigator to 
the dam within the next few 
days. Thomas Neale is particu¬ 
larly interested in saving Santa 
Anita dam trout, since a petition 
started by him last fall resulted 
in planting of thousands of trout 
fry a few months ago.
